If plans which are soon to be sub- 


mitted to tlu- Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion arc approved New York ia likely 
to have a novel system of inter-bor- 
ough transit before long. It is suppos- 
ed to operate a subway moving plat- 
form from Bowling Green to Williams- 
burg which will have a capacity of 
70,000 passengers an hour. The plan 
has be«n declared by competent en- 
gineers to be perfectly feasible. 


The originators who are men of 


capital, include Cornelius Vanderbilt 
and Stuyvesant Flab. They are read/ 


sign a contract with Uir city to 


carry passengers at the rate of 70,000 
an hour through the subway. 


It is the present plan to establish 


stations at every two blocks of the 
route of the subway, so that passen- 
gers wil not be required to walk more 
than one block to gain access to the 
subway They will find guards at the 
stations carefuly 
supervising 
the 


boarding and debarking of passengers. 
There wil be no waiting for trains. 
They are constarsty passing in con- 
tinuous form. 


Power to the moving platform will 


be supplied by many ten horse power 
motors, situated at equi-dlstant point* 
beneath the trackway and so arranged 
as to be at all time accessible. The 
fare proposed is one cent during rush 
hours and three rides for flve cents at 
other time*.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
